Quitting Cigarettes Cuts Cancer Chances, Scientists Say

the American Cancer Society re­ 
ported today. 
Its study 
finds

smoker* was only half that of 
smoker!* 
But society officials said that

smokers and ex-smokers involv­ 
ed, it cannot be “proven beyond 
reasonable doubt” that quitting 
reduces the risk of lung can­ 
cer. They declared 
more 
evi­ 
dence is needed. 
This is a main finding in the 
latest report of a continuing so­ 
ciety study 
of 
nearly 
190,000 
men, aged 50 to 70, and their 
smoking habits and what they 
die of. 
Criticizing the statistics, Tim­ 


othy V. Hartnett, chairman 
of 
the Tobacco Industry Research 
Committee, said the study “does 
not establish any cause and ef­ 
fect relationship.” 
Just a year ago the first re­ 
port, indicating cigarettes play 
a role in lung cancer, was an­ 
nounced by Doctors R. Cuyler 
Hammond and Daniel Horn, di­ 
rector and assistant director of 
the society’s statistical research, 
at the annual meeting 
of 
the 


American Medical 
Assn. 
That 
first report covered 20 month’s 
time and deaths of nearly 5,000 
men. 
Today’s report at the opening 
of the AMA’s 1955 session cov­ 
ers 32 months 
and 
studies 
of 
deaths, whether from cancer or 
other causes, among more than 
8,000 men. 
Some of the 
conclusions 
of 
Hammond and Horn: 
Lung cancer is 
rare 
among 


men who have never smoked. 
The death rate from lung can­ 
cer increases with the amount 
of cigarettes smoked. The rate 
is appreciable even among men 
who smoke less than IO cigar­ 
ettes daily. 
Regardless of 
whether 
men 
live in big city or rural areas, 
the rate is high among smokers, 
and low among nonsmokers. 
Among men who smoke two 


packs or more dally, heart dis­ 
ease is the most common cause 
of death and lung cancer is sec­ 
ond. In these men, lung cancer 
accounts for one in eight deaths. 
In the general male population 
of this same age lung 
cancer 
accounts for I 
in 
30 
deaths. 
Among these 
heavy 
smokers, 
cancer outranks accidents, brain 
strokes 
and 
other 
causes 
of 
death to take second place. 


Pipe smoking “appears to be 
associated with 
lung 
cancer” 
but far less 
than 
cigarettes. 
Last year, little evidence 
had 
been found in this study to point 
to any danger in pipe smoking. 
Cigar smoking still does 
not 
show any significant association 
with lung cancer in this study.

In 1923 the Kansas legislature, pursuant to 
a favorable referendum vote of the people, 
voted soldier bonus bonds to veterans of 
World War I. 
The bond issue was for $31.6 million, on 
which interest charges have been nearly 
$22 million—more than two-thirds of t h e 
principal. During the span of the debt sons 
and grandsons of the veterans helped to 
pay off principal and interest. 
Most states paid a soldiers’ bonus in the 
early 1920s. GI benefits paid by the federal 
government were meager, in comparison 
with those of World War II which em­ 
brace many fields and amount to t h o u ­ 
sands of dollars if the veteran takes ad­ 
vantage of all of them.

NOW th at warmer weather is 
upon us, you can begin drying 
your infant’s diapers outside in 
the sunlight. Sunshine not only 
helps kill off bacteria, but it also 
is more likely to remove any 
stains on the diapers. Outdoor 
drying usually makes them feel 
softer, too. 


Rinse Thoroughly 
You can generally do a pretty 
good job with a washing machine. 
If the diapers are washed and 
rinsed thoroughly, you probably 
won’t have to boil them. 
To wash them, use any mild 
soap, soap powder or detergent 
mixed in lots of hot water. T hat 
p art is fairly simple. It is the 
rinsing th a t you m ust watch. 
Soap left in the diapers might 
irritate your to t’s tender skin. 
Hard Water 
I think you will find th a t warm 
w ater will rinse them better than 
cold water. If the water in your 
area is hard, you’ll probably have 
to rinse them three or four tim s. 
Soft water usually requires only 
two or three rinsings. 
If your baby’s skin becomes red 
and irritated, it may be due to 
ammonia which forms by germs 
acting on the urea in the urine. 


Then you’ll have to wash the 
diapers and boil them for fifteen 
minutes in clear water. Don’t put 
any soap or powders into the 
boiling water. 
Antiseptic Tablet 
Then soak them for about ten 
minutes in warm water. Add to 
this one tablet of quaternary 
ammonium compound for each 
two quarts of water. This will 
make enough solution to soak six 
diapers at a time. 
The compound is made of anti­ 
septic substances which rem ain 
in the diapers and kill the germs 
which form ammonia. You can 
buy these compounds at any drug 
store. 
Wring out the diapers and dry 
them in the usual way. This 
permits the compound to remain 
effective. 


QUESTION AND ANSWEH 
Mrs. A. H. R.: Is surgery neces­ 
sary to remove spurs from my 
husband’s heel? Will surgery cut 
off the blood circulation? 
Answer: As a general rule, sur­ 
gery is required to eliminate bony 
spurs; however, it will not inter­ 
fere with the circulation of the 
blood. The application of a cast 
has been found helpful in some 
instances.

Perfect Sleeper 
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Smallpox Vaccine Recalled

NEW YORK ti'pt—“ Is this vac­ 
cine really safe for my child?” 
Many American 
parents 
are 
still haunted 
by 
doubt 
over 
whether to let their children be 
Inoculated in the 1955 national 
anti-polio campaign. 
In London, 
more 
thaa 
150 
years ago, parents were asking 
themselves the same question; 
“ Is this vaccine really safe for 
my child?” 
The vaccine had been devel- 
oped by Dr. Edward Jenner to 
rid the world of what is perhaps 
the deadliest infectious disease 
ever to afflict mankind—small­ 
pox. 
Although separated by a cen­ 
tury and a half, there is a dis­ 
tinct historical parallel between 
tile introduction of the polio and 
tile smallpox vaccines. 
Both stirred public doubt and 
medical controversy. But where­ 
as the nation’s health agencies 
today have moved swiftly to es­ 
tablish new tesla to assure the 


safety of the polio vaccine, Dr. 
Jenner’s smallpox vaccine 
had 
to fight against ignorant fears 
and even religious prejudice for 
many years, before w i n n i n g 
complete acceptance. It still has 
its diehard foes. 
There 
are 
some 
interesting 
parallels between Dr. Jonas P. 
Salk, discoverer of the polio vac­ 
cine, and his great 
predeces­ 
sor, Dr. Jenner. 
Both 
were dedicated 
scien­ 
tists who liked to follow their 
own ideas. 
Dr. Salk found the answer to 
polio in .nfected monkeys. Jen­ 
ner found the answer to small­ 
pox in cows. 
Dr. Salk felt so certain of his 
polio vaccine he inoculated his 
own children with it. The sec­ 
ond person Dr. Jenner inoculat­ 
ed with his 
smallpox 
vaccine 
was his only son. Dr. Jenner had 
had the disease in youth, and 
therefore could not test it on 
himself. 
The Jenner vaccine technique 


was improved by subsequent In­ 
vestigation. 
But 
even 
now, 
through some biological freak, 
a real case of smallpox although 
usually mild 
will 
occasionally 
crop up following 
vaccination. 
Even 
a 
pinprick 
sometimes 
leads to death. 
But U. 
S. 
authorities 
once 
vaccinated 3,515.000 residents of 
the Philippine Islands 
without 
a fatality. Where vaccination is 
compulsory, smallpox is almost 
non-existant. Wherever vaccina­ 
tion isn’t enforced, the number 
of cases of smallpox rises and it 
becomes a menace again. 
If the Salk vaccine now fol­ 
lows the same steady curve of 
mass performance achieved by 
the Jenner vaccine, a 
quicker 
public acceptance and 
modern 
medical resources should make 
it possible within a generation or 
less to list polio and smallpox 
where they both belong—among 
the diseases of the past.

hower adm inistration's view of the 
Big Four meeting has moved from 
negative (not wanting it) to some­ 


where between negative and posi­ 
tive (agreeing to it but cautioning 
not to expect too much of it.) 
Secretary of State Dulles cannot 
be said to have played up the im ­ 
portance of this meeting—perhaps 
in Geneva July 18— among Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and his opposite 
numbers in Britain, France and 
Russia. 
Even a mild and i>erhaps true 
statem ent by Vice President Nixon, 
pointing out how important the con­ 
ference may be, did not draw en­ 
dorsement from the State Depart­ 
ment, w h o s e views are Dulles' 
view's. 
Last week Nixon said the meet­ 
ing may be m an’s last chance to 
avoid war. When Dulles’ press ot- 
ficer Henry 
Suydain 
was asked 
for comment, he said: “ 1 11 make 
no com m ent.” 
The 
adm inistration’s 
attitude 
seems 
to 
be 
getting 
under the 
skin of Sen. George, the Georgia 
Democrat who urged the meeting 
before Eisenhower agreed to it. 
Sunday George said: 
“ We ought 
to approach this with a positive 
attitude.” 
Dulles has taken pains to say: 
Don’t 
get 
your 
hopes 
too 
high 
about this conference. Then if it 
fails, you won t be disillusioned. 
Eisenhower describes his role at 


the conference this way: He and 
the other top men won’t make de­ 
cisions. They'll just discuss prob­ 
lem s in general. W’hen it comes 
to tackling specific problems, the 
foreign ministers will do that. 
There is also some political use­ 
fulness in the administration’s ap­ 
proach to the conference: 
If the Republicans got the peo­ 
ple steamed up about the meeting 
and it failed, the Democrats could 
try to blame them for it and the 
voters in the 1956 elections might 
show their disappointment. 
By promising he would not fall 
into the trap of appeasement at 
the meeting, Eisenhower seems to 


have pleased those among his Re­ 
publicans who sounded afraid to 
see him meet the Russians. At

But, by indicating beforehand he 
will make no final decisions, Eisen­ 
hower may be setting another kind 
of trap for himself:
